NAVY SAYS IT HAS NO
POLICY ON MARRIAGES

New York—In answer to an in-
quiry by the NAACP, the Navy
department, through H. Struve
Hensel, acting secretary of the
Navy, states that it has no policy
on interracial marriages. The
NAACP had relayed to the War
and Navy departments complaintg
from Negro fighting men over-
seas that marriages were being
forbidden by the two departments.
| Mr. Hensel's letter to Walter
White said:

“The following factors govern
the marriageg of all Naval person-
nel in such circumstances.

1. The laws of the country in
which the marriage is to take

continental and overseas naval
activities. during which his tactiu
and forthright advice won the re-
enect of men and ofricerg alike
Mr. Granger personally evaluated
the position of the Negro in the
Navy. suggesting general policies
as well as solutions for specitic
cases. {
